If  plants  when  unpacked  are  not  entirely  sat¬ 
isfactory,  return  them  at  once,  reverse  charges.

TRANSPLANTING  of  Iris  produces  best 
results  when  done  from  two  to  six  weeks  after 
blooming  period,  though  they  may  be  planted 
successfully  up  to  late  autumn. 

Irises  will  grow  in  any  good  garden  soil. 
Prepare  the  ground  thoroughly  fifteen  to  eighteen 
inches  deep. 

Plant  them  with  the  fiber  roots  spread,  well 
firmed  in  the  ground,  and  top  half  of  rhizome 
above  the  surface.
